Claims 1-7 10-14 and 37-43 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Nigam (US 6,291 ,023) Nizam teaches

Claims 1-7, 10-14 and 37-43 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Berndtsson et al. (US 2005/0098054) 
teaches the steps of contacting a surface to be printed with wetting composition and applying liquid ink on the surface to form an 
image (Berndtsson et al., see the abstract and paragraphs [0030] and [0032]). 

Claims 8 9, 15-36 and 44-53 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Nigam (US 6,291 023) To 
modify the wet composition with the selection of desired weight, liquid ink composition, surface tension, solvent, boiling 
temperature for the solvent and the adhesion promoting agent would not involve an inventive step since the selection can be obtained 
through routine experimentation depending on the medium to be printed in order to get best possible print quality.
